years between his ninth and thir- 
teenth birthdays, wisHes that his

“There is nothing like being a 
newsboy to develop confidence,” 
Dr. Ryan says. “TI learned in those 
early days that if I could hold my 
own with that bunch of kids, that 
I could get along anywhere.” 

“The life of a newsboy is cer- 
tainly not a sheltered one,” he re- 
marked. “Selling papers on the 
corner enables a boy to know all 
\kinds of persons—bad as well as 
the good. He learns to differen- 
tiate values, and he can decide for 
himself what sort of a person he 
wants to become.” 

It was during the war that Dr. 
Ryan served his street corner ap- 
prenticeship. And the extras is- 
;Sued by the San Diego Sun, Tri- 
j bune and Union (papers he sold) 

were the means of garnering many 
extra pennies, Army and navy 
officers were the best prospects. 
It was those “keep the change” 
customers who paid a nickel for 
a two-cent paper that really made 
being a newsboy profitable, 

Dr. Ryan lived down town in 
San Diego in a large hospital 
where his father was chef. Al- 
hee he worked from 7 until 10 
o’clock at night, he was not a foot- 
loose young man, because his 
mother required her newsboy son 
jto “check in” every hour. And 
she also supervised the returns 
very carefully, so that young 
Ralph had little chance to gamble 
away pennies in matching them 
with other newsboys. 

Dr. Ryan was no mediocre news- 
boy, either, because with his paper 
Sales and Saturday Evening Post 
sales, he managed to make about 
36 a week profit. During those 
years in San Diego he managed to 
save enough to buy a $100 Lib- 
erty Bond and $25 in Savings 
Stamps, besides paying for all his 
music lessons. 

When the family moved to Long 
Beach Ralph, a high school lad, 
found that city no good for street 
sales, so there he signed up for 
la delivery route. 

“But there is nothing in the 
world that teaches a boy to get 
along with people and to know 
people better than does being a 
newsboy,” the local optometrist 
concludes.
